Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Preliminary Amendment 

2. The preliminary amendment filed 5/26/06 in which claims 1-33 were canceled and claims 
34-66 were added, has been noted. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

4. Claims 34-66 are allowed.

reproduction devices for generating authorization data to be compared with reference data, 
wherein access is granted when a matched is made, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
fairly suggests time-synchronized alterations of reproduction attributes during the reproduction 
of the authorization data via the user interface of the first reproduction device to make dynamic 
changes in the authorization data. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the 
claims were not shown, would not have been obvious, nor would have been fairly suggested by 
the prior art of record.
